RESOLUTIONS adopted to adjourn mat 31st.

Washington, May 15. On motion

of Mr. Dickey, the House took up
and passed the bill to construe and define an act
to cede to the State of Ohio the unsold lands iu
the Virginia Military District In said State, ap-
proved February lath.

Mr. Stevenson asked leave to offer the follow-
ing resolution for immediate consideration:

'Resolved, That it Is the sense of this House
that no final adjournment of this session of Con-
gress should occur until an act shall have been
passed or a joint rule established providing the
manner in which the Electoral vote shall be
counted at tbe approaching Presidential elec-
tion."

Objection was made to the consideration and the
regular order was demanded. The Speaker an-
nounced that had been aligned. After dis-
cussion, the previous question was seconded and
the adjournment resolution to adjourn on May
81st was adopted. Yeas 121 ; nays 90.
